on their behalf. 

Porter was an "action man.” 

A middle child, he was 
always out to slay dragons, 
liked to sword-fight, and play 
with his favourite Yu-Gi-Oh 
cards, a Japanese collectible 
card game. 

He was also a cuddler who 
loved family gatherings. He 
liked to ride his bike, cheer on 
the Ottawa Senators with his 
dad, and cook roasted pota¬ 
toes with his mom. 

He was a much-loved child. 

But Tuesday he was doing 
what kids in the neighbour¬ 
hood do, even when warned 
by their parents to stay off the 
ice, says local Tom Braybrook.

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Niagara Parkway crash leaves man in critical condition 


> NOTL fire 
department's 
high-angle team 
went to the rescue 
of passenger with 
life-threatening 
injuries. 


It isn’t often that the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Fire 
Department’s high-angle 
rescue team is called out, 
but when it is, it is most like¬ 
ly a rescue from the banks 
of the Niagara River. 

That was the case early 
Sunday morning, when fire 
department volunteers, 
including the specialty 
team comprised of mem¬ 
bers from each station, 
responded to a call on the 
Niagara River Parkway. 

The passenger they were 
called upon to rescue, a 21- 
year-old man from 


Ancaster, remains in hospi¬ 
tal with life-threatening 
injuries after a tricky extra¬ 
cation and difficult trip up 
the gorge to a waiting 
ambulance. 

Just after 1 a.m. on 
Sunday, a 21-year-old 
Mississauga man was driv¬ 
ing toward Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, likely on his way to 
visit friends, in a 2003 
Toyota Corolla. 

The car crashed through 
a wooden fence near Line 6, 
hit some trees then flew 
down the bank of the 
Niagara River, coming to 
rest just a few meters from 
the water's edge. The car 
was in the southbound lane 
of the road, travelling north 
when the driver lost control, 
says Det. Cliff Priest of the 
Niagara Regional Police 
reconstruction unit. 

The car landed on its roof 
on top of a large fallen tree. 

NOTL firemen, knee- 
deep in mud, had to extra- 
cate the front-seat passen¬ 
ger while tending to serious 
injuries, said NOTL Fire 
Chief Ken Eden. 

“It was a difficult terrain, 


difficult conditions, and a 
relatively perilous perch” 
on the steep bank, said 
Eden. 

“The door was jammed, 
and the men were up to 
their knees in mud, trying to 
take care of serious injuries 
as best they could as they 
worked on the extracation.” 

It was a tricky rescue, and 
could have been dangerous 
for the emergency person¬ 
nel, Priest said. 

“Any one of them could 
have slipped and fallen into 
the river. It was a difficult 
extraction and they did a 
terrific job." 

The man was air-lifted to 
Hamilton General Hospital, 
where he remains in the 
intensive care unit in criti¬ 
cal condition, said Priest 

The driver and two other 

the Greater Niagara 
General Hospital, treated 
for minor injuries and 
released. 

Sandeeps Sidhu-Brar was 
released into police custody 
and has been charged with 
impaired driving causing 


bodily harm. 

The collision remains 
under investigation by the 
Niagara Regional Police 
reconstruction unit, in co¬ 
operation with officers from 
the Niagara Parks police. 

They are looking for 
information about the 
actions of the men leading 


up to the collison—the car 
was coming from the direc¬ 
tion of Niagara Fails but the 
police hope to find out 
where the men had been, 
what they were doing and 
whether anybody saw the 
collision. 

The car has been exam¬ 
ined to ensure there were 


no mechanical defects, says 
Priest. 

“This is like a jigsaw puz¬ 
zle, and my reconstruction 
officers have to put the 
pieces into place.”

Our hearts go out to family 
who has lost a son and brother 


T his is a small town, and we 
know that many heard the 
emergency vehicles scream¬ 


ing through Virgil toward the Old 
Town Tuesday night and hoped that 
whatever the situation, there would 
be a happy ending. 

It was not to be. 

A family among us is experiencing 
what we all dread and fear most, the 
loss of a child, and although we 
grieve and cry for them, we know 
that we cannot begin to understand 
their anguish. 

We can only hope that their fami¬ 
ly, friends and community will sur¬ 
round them with love and compas¬ 
sion, to help give them the strength 
they will need to bear the unbear¬ 
able. 

In these early days following the 
tragedy at Ryerson Park, the ques¬ 
tions about how long it took rescue 
boats to arrive at the beach have 
already begun. There will be a time 
and place to ask those questions 
and expect the answers. 

But we must not forget that in 
addition to a family in mourning, we 
have our emergency personnel, 
including our volunteer firefighters, 
who were at Ryerson Park doing a 


job most of us cannot begin to imag¬ 
ine. 

We can’t begin to think what the 
Irving family is going through. Nor 
can we imagine what it's like for the 
volunteer firefighters who have jobs, 
families and friends, just like the rest 
of us, but who choose to drop every¬ 
thing on a minute's notice and rush 
to a situation such as the one they 
encountered Tuesday evening, not 
knowing what they will find or how 
it will end, but knowing that lives 
may depend on their actions. 

Our fire department, made up of 
our friends and neighbours, did 
everything it could do at Ryerson 
Park, hoping to have a different out¬ 
come for a family in distress. 

We can’t know how helpless they 
must have felt, how horrible it must 
have been for them to know that a 
tragedy had struck so close to home, 
and they couldn’t prevent it. 

That’s not to say they didn’t do 
everything right, everything they 
were trained to do. 

Again, our hearts and prayers go 
out to the Irving family. 

And we need our firemen to know 
our hearts and prayers are with 
them as well.

Now that life is getting 
back to normal it is time to 
take stock of your Christmas 
plants as we want them to 
last as long as possible. It is 
said that most Christmas 
plants meet death by drown¬ 
ing - so that tells us right 
away - go easy on the water¬ 
ing. 

The general rules are- do 
not place a plant near a 
heating vent and keep it 
away from drafts, place in a 
bright spot but not in direct 
sunlight and never let the 
pot stand in water. 

Allow the soil surface to 
dry between waterings and 
use slightly tepid water 
rather than very cold. Like 
all gardening rules there are 
the exceptions like garde¬ 
nias and azaleas which 
should be kept moist by 
placing a large saucer filled 
with gravel under the pot,

add water to the saucer as 
needed. 

Most of the Christmas 
plants should last till spring 
bulbs take over. One excep¬ 
tion is a Norfolk Island Pine. 
I have had one for several 
years and it goes out each 
summer.

Concerns of 
neighbouring 
residents should 
be addressed 


I was disappointed at 
the negativity and con¬ 
frontational approach I 
detected in the letter 
"Resident provides anoth¬ 
er look at development" 
(Niagara Advance 
Dec.30). 

During the recent 
municipal election, I 
deliberately did a day's 
worth of door-to-door 
campaigning in the area 
to gauge the local 
response to the 
Randwood development 
proposal and to under¬ 
stand the concerns of 


people living in the area. 

I found the local resi¬ 
dents, particularly those 
living on Christopher 
Court, all to be well 
informed, articulate, will¬ 
ing to discuss the project 
and flexible, if their con¬ 
cerns can be met. They 
had copies of the planning 
drawings current at the 
time and understood the 
consequences of the vari¬ 
ous elements of the proj- 

Although I do not speak 
for these residents, I can 
say that none of the resi¬ 
dents to whom I talked 
questioned the credentials 
of the people involved in 
the development propos¬ 
al. 

I also left the area with 
the belief that the details 
of the proposed Inn itself 
were not a major concern. 


Their concerns centred 
largely on preservation of 
a tributary of One Mile 
Creek that runs along the 
border of the Randwood 
Estate, the maintenance of 
long agreed upon buffers 
between the Christopher 
Court residents and the 
buildings currently on the 

Also of concern was the 
volume, flow, direction 
and timing of traffic to and 
from the proposed distri¬ 
bution centre/warehouse 
proposed for the south¬ 
west corner of the estate 
and the size, function and 
nature of the distribution 
centre. 

Given that the distribu¬ 
tion centre, the largest 
proposed new building on 
the site is located in the 
southwest corner of the 
estate, it should be no sur¬ 


prise that Christopher 
Court residents are appre¬ 
hensive and the neigh¬ 
bours to the east are not. 

It should also be no sur¬ 
prise that the Christopher 
Court residents would 
oppose rezoning until they 
understand the nature 
and extent of activities on 
the estate that appear to 
have litde to do with the 
operation of an inn. 

I think that a respectful 
approach and a willing¬ 
ness to identify and 
address neighbourhood 
concerns is essential to 
moving this project for- 

Trying to marginalize 
the concerns or the local 
residents is a strategy I 
hope will be abandoned.

Local pharmacist will share insights of the Canadian pharmaceutical industry

Have you ever been to 
one of the InfoHealth ses¬ 
sions held monthly at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Public 
Library? 

We are fortunate to have 
Dr. Bill Brown amongst us. 
A former head of neurology 
at the University Hospital in 
London, then Tufts Medical 
Centre in Boston, he chose 
to retire to NOTL in 2002. 

But retirement didn’t suit 
him, so in addition to run¬ 
ning a MS Clinic in Thunder 
Bay and teaching at 
McMaster in Hamilton, he 
spends some of his semi-

retirement time organizing 
these public education ses¬ 
sions to benefit our good 
health. 

We’ve learned about head 
aches, neck pain, strokes 
and heart disease, 
menopause, and our 
region’s emergency servic- 

Whenever possible, he 


finds local health care 
providers to talk to us about 
their area of expertise. 

Sean Simpson has been a 
speaker before, talking 
about the role of the phar¬ 
macist, and will speak next 
week about the pharmaceu¬ 
tical industry. 

Now most often found at 
Simpson’s Apothecary on 
King Street, where he can 
not only fill prescriptions 
but mix them, if necessary, 
he has also worked in mar¬ 
keting for a major drug 
company, so he is very 
familiar with both sides of 
the industry. 

He plans to talk about 
how a drug is developed 
and approved in Canada, 
and about the clinical trials 
that help get a drug to mar¬ 
ket 


“He brings a unique per¬ 
spective to the topic,” says 
Dr. Brown. 

“He can paint the big pic¬ 
ture for us, as well as the 
local picture of how the 
industry works.” 

Canada has been a leader 
in developing and testing 
drugs, says Dr. Brown, and 
patients can benefit from 
the clinical trials for the 
drugs that are “coming 
down the pipeline.” 

The trials give patients 
access to top-notch medical 
care, the most recent infor¬ 
mation available and more 
frequent check-ups, he said. 
Even if a patient is on a 
placebo, there is more 
opportunity to leant about 
their disease. 

But how do patients 
access the trials if they don’t 



know about t them? 

Ask your pharmacist. He 
is the most likely to know 
the answers. 

“It would be helpful if 
patients knew their 
options,” said Dr. Brown. 

“But you can’t assume 


your family physician will 

Simpson says by talking 
about the 13-step process 
from research through tri¬ 
als, reviews and to market, 
“I hope people will have an 
understanding of the com¬ 
plexity of the system and 
how it works, most of the 
time in our favour” 

He is often asked about 
drugs that are available in 
the US but not in Canada, 
he said. 

“We are unique, and most 
times that’s safer for the 
patients. I will also talk 
about what happens when a 
drug is rushed to market.” 

He will be at the library 
Wednesday, Jan. 12, at 2 
p.m. and again at 7 p.m., 
and there is always time for 
questions.

Two issues that dominated 
2010 - at least temporarily - 


munity shuttle for trans¬ 
portation were horrified to 
hear that, unable to reach a 
long-term agreement with 
the town, the service was 
coming to an end, and that 
news and the difficulties it 
created continued to make 
headlines until good news 
this fall. The service has been 
resurrected for seniors by two 
local companies, with feres 
subsidized by NOTL busi- 

The high school closure 
and Project Niagara were the 
other two issues that we 
expected to be resolved in 
2010. 

Project Niagara came to a 
conclusion, but not as 
expected. Failure to approve 
funding sent proponents 


packing, leaving advocates 
extremely disappointed and 
opponents gleeful that the 
Lakeshore Road Parks 
Canada property would not 
play host to a summer music 
festival. 

The high school closed as 
planned, despite high hopes 
and best efforts of those who 
fought the board’s decision to 


priority throughout the year, 
and will likely to continue to 
be in 2011. One historic ele¬ 
mentary school closed, with 
the board and the town still 
talking about what will 
become of the Queenston 
facility. Construction on 
Crossroads Public School has 
begun on Niagara Stone 


Road, with first the location 
and then the name of the new 
school, which will welcome 
Col. John Butler and Virgil 
schools, created controversy. 

Early this year, town coun¬ 
cil will be asked about his¬ 
toric designation for Virgil 
Public School, which opened 
in 1872, and discussions are 
likely to begin concerning the 
fate of the two properties. 

When town budget discus¬ 
sions began at the end of 
January, the outlook was a lit¬ 
tle alarming, with predictions 
of a situation where the town 
would be $500,000 in the red 
by 2014 unless a solution to 


ing costs could be found. 

In February, after 30 days 
of an environmental hearing 


spread over a year concern¬ 
ing a new building for the jet 
boat operation from a private 
dock in Queenston, the 
review chairman summed up 
the evidence in February say¬ 
ing he would be unlikely to 
declare the attraction an ille¬ 
gal land use, but would con¬ 
sider whether the building 
expansion could go ahead. To 
date no decision has been 
released. 

Early in March, a town 
appeal of a judge’s decision, 
resulting from a legal suit 
filed by a local group of jet 
boat opponents, ended with 
a decision from the court of 
appeal that the attraction 
could continue operating. 

Shaw previews opened in 
March for its 49th season 




ongoing labour 
dispute mat saw picketers at 
the theatres and other visible 
locations in town. The dis¬ 
pute was settled without dis¬ 
ruption to the season. 

By the time March went 
out - like a lamb - the town’s 
budget was passed, NOTL 
property owners seeing a 6.4 
per cent increase for the 
town's portion of the munici¬ 
pal tax bill. It came with 
warnings from the town 
administrator, Scott Tipping, 
that the town needs to focus 
on replacing capital funds or 
the long-term implications 
would be huge, with a budget 
that exceeds funding avail¬ 
ability.

NOTL residents celebrated 
with the town’s first, and 
hopefully annual, May Day, 
held instead of the tradition¬ 
al Lord Mayor’s Dinner. A 
less formal event, the party at 
Fort George attracted a good 
crowd to die relaxed, family- 
oriented community party, 
with Maypole dancers, 
music and great food 
wrapped up by an exception¬ 
al display of fireworks. A 
decision about a repeat in 
2011 will be up to the new 
council. 

June brought good news 
and bad news in the field of 
education. The same week 
the official sod-tuming was 


held for Crossroads, the new 
public school on Line 2 and 
Niagara Stone Road for Col. 
John Buder and Virgil stu¬ 
dents, the Minister of 
Education refused to meet 
with town representatives or 
consider intervening on 
behalf of NDSS, closing the 
door on its future. The 
Friends of NDSS vowed to 
keep fighting, but without 
the province onside, the 
school seemed doomed. Just 
a week later, students attend¬ 
ed the last classes held at 
NDSS, a school that served 
NOTL teens for more than 50 
years. 

The unexpected 

announcement regarding 
Project Niagara, a summer 


music festival proposed for 
the Parks Canada Lakeshore 
Road property, came early in 
July. With no government 
funding in sight, the two 
orchestras that hoped to 
anchor the festival walked 
away after five and a half 
years of working to bring a 
major cultural attraction to 

A “complex economic and 

it difficult to secure capital 
funding, said the announce¬ 
ment. While the business 
community was disappoint¬ 
ed to see the end of a project 
that could have brought $100 
million to the provincial 
economy, many neighbours 
of the site were relieved that 


they wouldn't have to find 
out whether their concerns 
about noise and traffic prob¬ 
lems were grounded. 

In August, during develop¬ 
ment discussions about the 
former CanGro property in 
St. Davids, residents were not 
prepared for the scope of the 
project, which proposes 
about 360 new homes, both 
single family and townhous- 
es, and two apartment build¬ 
ings on Four Mile Creek 
Road, one four storeys and 
the other six. Talks continue, 
and the rezoning necessary 
for the development of the 
property has not been 
approved. 

September started a new 
school year, with a beautiful 


renovation and expansion at 
St. Davids, and more bad 
news for NDSS supporters. A 
request for an injunction to 
stop the closure of the school 
failed, and a judicial review 
of the board’s decision to 
close it was dropped when 
the Friends of NDSS came to 
an agreement over court 
costs with the school board. 

Just as council was prepar¬ 
ing to meet one last time 
before the October election, 
the consulting company 
preparing its report on tran¬ 
sit needs released the results. 
No surprise to those gearing 
up for the election - the 
$50,000 survey showed what 
residents already knew. 

Transit was a hot topic, 


with residents asking for 
public transportation at low 
costs, similar to what had 
been offered by the commu¬ 
nity shuttle service that had 
shut down its operation ear¬ 
lier in the year. 

It was estimated such a 
service could be resurrected 
for about $25 on the average 
tax bill. The other key issue 
to arise was the need for 
speed. While the town was 
predicting it would be a year 
or two before such a public 
service could be designed, 
tendered and approved, resi¬ 
dents let it be known they 
wanted a solution sooner 
rather than later.
